GENERAL MINING ASSOCIATION, 


A general meeting of shareholders was held at the offices, Old 
Broad-steet, on Wednesday,—Colonei SCOVELL in the chair, 

Mr. UC. G, SWANN (the secretary) read the notice convening the 
meeting. 

The report of the directors state that a small profit has resulted 
on the working of the mines, but which the directors regret is insufficient to admit 
of the declaration of a dividend. The sales of coal from the three collieries, com- 
pared with the previous year, show a net increase of 37,869 tons, which increase is 
entirely made up from the Albion and Lingan Mines. The demand for the Syd 
ney coal was, especially towards the close of the season, inexcess of the output, but 
the scarcity of labour prevented any advantage being derived therefrom. The in- 
crease of sales, which, under ordinary circumstances, would have resulted in an 
additional profit, has (owing to the enhanced cost of all kinds of labour and mate 
rials, and the impossibility tor the time to obtain a corresponding increase in the 
selling price) not benelitted the association to the extent which it would otherwise 
have done. The sale of the Albion Mines has been completed, and the first instal 
ment of the purehase-money has been received. The debenture holders havea 
primary lien on the proceeds of the sale, and the directors are now paying off all 
the debenture holders who are willing to accept repayment. This course will be 
beneficial to the association, and will effect a reduction in the charges for interest. 
The directors are of opinion that advantage should, if possible, be taken of the 
present enlianced value of coal property in all parts of the world to dispose of all 
the outlying and unworked areas of the association which it is not essential to re 
tain for the mines now in operation. The shipping season has only just com 
menced, but the prospects are favourable both for a good demand and for more 
remunerative prices ; the Albion Mines, which have for some years been worked 
at a heavy annual loss, being now disposed of, the directors contidently hope that 
the trading of the present year will show satisfactory results. Both the Sydney 
and Lingan Mines are in a tull state of efficiency, and are capable, under favour- 
able circumstances, of putting out a large quantity of coal. 

The CHAIRMAN said the only remark he need make upon the ac- 
counts was that, notwithstanding the resolution come to last year 
reducing the capital, the capital account was now presented in the 
old form for the reason that the formal sanction of the Court of 
Chancery had not yet been received for the reduction, which, how- 
ever, was a mere matter of form. Some delay had arisen in present- 
ing the petition, on account of the long-pending negociations for the 
disposal of the Albion Mine, and the eventual arrangement having 
been upon terms different to those originally contemplated, involving 
a deferred payment. This rendered it necessary to pass a resolution 
reducing the capital in order to set at rest the question whether, 
knowing the circumstances as to the loss on the old capital account, 
they would have been legally able to divide any profits. They had 
also been obliged to presenta list of their creditors, which had to come 
from Nova Scotia. They hoped, however, to be able shortly to in- 
form the shareholders that the sanction of the Court of Chancery had 
been obtained, when they would be in a position to show how, under 
the altered circumstances, the balance-sheetand capital account stood. 
The result of last year’s operations, as far as the Albion and Lingan 
Mines were concerned, had (as he anticipated at the last meeting) 
resulted in a loss, owing to the unremunerative prices ruling in the 


early part of the season; but the Sydney Mine showed even a greater 


profit than the previous year, although the output accidentally was 
not quite so much. The comparison of the quantity of coal sold 
showed an improvement during 1872 as compared with 1871. He 
stated that, excepting the Sydney, there was hardly a colliery in Nova Scotia that 
paid last year, attributable to the sucidal policy adopted by their competitors. As 
far, however, as the Mining Association was concerned, they now started afresh, 
ind although with comparatively limited operations he hoped with much better 
prospects.

Capt. Teague had a surprise for the adventurers of this mine at 
the meeting on Wednesday. Some three meetings ago the unfore 
tunate adventurers had to pay a call of 32. per share, and the mine 
has been paying calls for the last six or seven years, and it does seem 
an extraordinary fact that in the course of six months under Capt.

Capt. TeaAGur (the Chairman) said that, seeing they had made a profit of 364/.,and 
that they would have a balance left of 544/., he thought they might pay a dividend 
of 1l/. per share.

Mr. HINGSYON, in seconding the motion, said Capt. Angove was one of the old 
adventurers, and better understood the affairs of the mine than he did. He had 
been a shareholder in the mine in former years, but had been out for a long time, 
and only came in recently. He had great pleasure in seconding the proposition. 
The CHAIRMAN said it was certainly a source of satisfaction to 
one to have the good opinion of his neighbours, especially in these times, when so 
many remarks were being made about mines, minerals, and men, He was very 
pleased with the manner in which Capt. Angove had mentioned his name in con- 
nection with Wheai Seaton. The former management might have talked about 
10 tons a month, but when he came there it did not amount to 10 tons in two 
months. That must have been in the happy days. He trusted they should go on 
for some considerable time, and raise about the same amountof mineral as this quar- 
ter. He did not think their costs would be much increased, because during the 
past quaretr they had a heavy coal bill, and they had been making several alterations, 
and there were many more yet to be made; but he believed they would raise about 
the same amount of mineral, and he could not see why the results should not be 
something like they were that day. Of course, a good deal would depend upon 
the price of tin and copper, because if 10/. weve taken off tin they should feel it, 
but he hoped they were not going to go much further down. If they did, they 
should hand mining over to the smelters, and say if they wanted tin they must 
raise it themselves. He hoped that tin would not be knocked about as it was beiug 
just now. He hoped the time would come when they would see they were cutting 
off the heads of those fowls that laid the golden eggs, and there would be none left. 
He hoped the smelters would see they should bear part of the burden, if burden there 
was. Bnthe he did not despair of the price of tin, because it was shown they had 
not an increased stock coming in trom foreign parts, which had been preached up 
tothem, and held overtheir heads. He believed that the general state of trade had 
more to do with alteration of prices than anything else. The Australian tin did 
not appear to be coming in in such enormous quantities as was prophesied, but 
even if it came in Isrger quantities that it was it would not make up for what this 
county had fallen off in producing. They had fallen off considerably, and he 
feared they would fall off very much more. What he had predicted of the quan- 
tity of Australian tin coming in this country had been borne out. They were not 
getting a great quantity of that article from Australia, or any other foreign 
countries, and witli the present price, if they had good labour and materials, as 
formerly, they would think themselves well off. The labour question was of far 
more importance than the reduction in the standard of tin even yet, but he hoped 
the time would come round when the labourers would be satisfied; the fields, 
which were foreign, and looked to the fancy so green, might prove of a different 
colour; and that people might come to be content to remain at home, become more 
settled, and do more work tor the money. He was pleased to meet them there that 
day under such favourable circumstances. (Applause.) 


DRAKEWALLS TIN AND COPPER MINE. 


At this critical period in thehistory of mining in the West, when 
“bals” are either sold as “ going concerns” or are dragged by their 
creditors into the Stannary Court, it is refreshing to find an old and 
valuable concern—one which has been the mainstay of a neighbour- 
hood—snatched from impending ruin and resuscitated. We allude 
to Drakewalls, near Gunnislake. A few months ago she was con- 
sidered “ knocked,” and was almost a certain prey for the Vice- 
Warden’s Court. Now she has afresh start, and there is every reason 
for believing that she will prove the best, as she is by far the oldest, 
tin mine in East Cornwall, having been worked for at least 200 years. The old 
company has been bought out and a new one started, and the machinery is now 
in course of overhauling and a thorough re-construction. Yesterday was the day 
fixed for starting the 50 inch pumping-engine, which has been put intoa thorough 
state of efficiency by Mr. W. Mathews, engineer, of Tavistock. It answered well 
to the eall made on it, and as it gave the first stroke the wish was strongly ex- 
pressed that it might be the precurser of lasting prosperity to the mine.—Dinner 
was laid out on the premises, and shortly after a goodly number sat down under 
the presidency of Capt. Skewis, the manager. Among those present were Capt. 
Engledue, R.E.; Capt. Mathews; Messrs. Jolin Pearse, W. Jones Michell, E. Nicolls, 
J.J. Dawe, Nosworthy, Francis W. Mathews, Greentield, Moyle, Grenfell, Bawden, 
Capts. Simmons (Duchy agent), James Seccombe, Mayne, Rowe, Gifford, Dunstan, 
&c.—After the usual loyal toasts had been honoured, the CHAIRMAN proposed the 
** Duchy of Cornwall, and other lords of mines.” It was véry important to have 
liberal-minded landlords who would view things ina right light and free front 
party interests. If the miner were met fairly and compensated for the capital ex- 
pended, he was prepared to develope the resources of the locality to a large extent, 
and thus bring employment to the neighbourhood. If the lords would exerciss 
this spirit, there was a great feeling of enterprise and willingness on the part of the 
miner to meet them. He was happy to say that Drakewalls belonged to a liberal 
landlord (Duchy of Cornwall), who never refused any reasonable applicaticn lait 
before them. He had to do with other landlords, whose liberality was not worthy 
of landed proprietors; and the greatest loss was consequently inflicted on them- 
selves. He had been connected with landlords in West Cornwall to a large and 
satisfactory extent, and the result was that great spirit was being put forward to 
develope the resources of their property. 

Capt. Simmons returned thanks on beha!f of the Duchy of Cornwall. He thought 
that the agents of lords were bound to do everything to lend a helping hand to 
assist the miner, particularly when in difficulty, and when mines required resusci- 
tation. He thoroughly believed that with proper management there would be no 
difficulty in making good and profitable returns from Drakewalls Mine. There 
was any extent of ground laid open, high and dry from the bottom of the mine. 
Although it had been worked for above 200 years, the mine was comparatively 
shallow, not much having been done under the 80 fm. level. But he had found 
that the deeper the workings the greater was the percentage of tin. There was an 
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immense piece of productive ground, above 300 fms. each way. There were onthe 
surface enormous heaps of stuff which had been piled there from time to time, 
without any appliances for working it.

After 20 years know- 
ledge of Capt. Teague, of Carn Brea and Tincroft, he thou rht he would ask his aid. 
He consented to assist, and went carefully through the mine, and on close exami- 
nation advised them not to waste money on such machinery as then existed, but to 
erect new stamping engine and 100 h of stamps, and collect all the dressing- 
floors under the eve of one competent superintendent e ilso recommended good 
pumping and winding engines, and with this Capt. Teague believed the mine would. 
he a great, permanent, and profitable property. With this advice he (Capt. Skewis 
felt bound to act, especially as Capt. Teague had earried to great success many 
and he was determined, if possible, to bring Drakewalls 
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into the dividend list, and to keep her there for years to come. He concluded by 
asking the co operation of the working miners, and suggested that they should 
purticipate in the protits.

TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR, 


June 12,—The Coal and other trades are pretty firm; since the 
holidays were over there has been considerable amount of quiet 
business, although it cannot be said that there is any great amount 
of animation in trade generally. A great number of large ships 
have cleared from the Tyne lately with cargoes of coal; and, on the 
whole, prices are well maintained, the fall which took place a few 
weeks ago, and which was expected to be only the prelude to further 
heavy reductions, has not been followed by any loothet decline of 
conseque ice. House and gas coals have, as might have been ex- 
pected, suffered a little, but steam, coking, and manufacturing 
coals are still in brisk demand. From 42s, to 45s. is still demanded 
for first-class coke, Tlouse coals ave first quality 20s. per ton, and 
manufacturing coals from 15s, to 18s, per ton at the pit’s mouth. 
On the Wear business has hardly been so good as on the Tyne, but 
in South Durham there is no lack of spirit in the coal trade; the 
demand for coke, of course, is good, and this alone has immense in- 
fluence in keeping the coal trade gay. 

Great preparations are raking by the Durham miners for the gala 
which is to be held at Durham on Saturday. It is expected that it 
will be attended by immense numbers; and as tle disp'ay of 
banners will be on a scale never seen before, and a large number of 
hands are to be present, the sight in tl e Wear Valley will be an im- 
posing one. The success of the Northumberland and Durham Mines 
Permanent Relief Fund, a most useful socievy,is now complete. It 
is fully established, and the number of members, already very con- 
siderable, is rapidly increasing; and at no distant date the great bulk 
of the miners in the two counties will join the society. 

The Tyne Coal Co npany have put in operation a large Cornish 

pumping-engine, one of the largest in the North of England. The 
engine takes the place of two others hitherto employed in draining 
the coal field north of the Tyne, for which purpose the new ma 
chinery is to be used. It is manufactured by Messrs. Harvey and 
Company, of Hayle, Cornwall, the builders of many of the engines 
used by the London Waterworks Company. This class of engine has 
mly been recently adopted by the coal trade. The present engine 
has I] ft. stroke, 100-in. cylinder, and is pumping at present from 
1200 to 1500 gallons per minute, but is capable of doing thrice that 
amount of work. 

At the North of England Institute of Mining and Mechanical 
Engineer?’ gereral meeting, held in the Wood Memorial Hall, New- 
castle, on Saturday, Prof. A. Freire Marreco, professor of chemistry 
in the College of Physical Science, Neweastle. read an abstract of 
some further experiments by Dr. Ernst von Meyer, on gases occluded 
by coal, which, to some extent, controverted the results given by 

sischoff, though, as Prof. Marreco explained, the results of Dr. Meyer 
appeared open to question, on account of the method employed to 
occlude the gases, they having been placed over water, and ethelyne 
being to some extent soluble. The professor also showed a map 
illustrating a strong blower of gas which is at present being given 
ff in Hebburn Colliery. A vote of thanks was given to Prof. Mar- 
reco for his paper. The secretary, in the absence of the author, Mr. 
Edwin Gilpin, Albion Mines, Picton County, Nova Scotia, read a 
paper on the Picton coal field, which lies to the south of the town 
and harbour of that name, and covers an area of about 35 square 
miles. It contains two principal seams, the McLean and the McLen- 
nan, one of which is 42 ft. and the other 15 ft. thick. Some of the 
coals of the district are highly esteemed for steam purposes, and all 
are very free from sulphur. The Chairman pointed out the im- 
portance of these coal fields, every steamer which crosses the Atlantic 
from this country having to carry out coals for her return voyage. 
They were important to the Americans also, there being no coal 
within 700 miles of New York, and the Canadians having fine beds 
of ironstone. 

The Cleveland Tronmasters’ Association returns is 10,000 tons less 
than it was last year at this time; the shipments are 10,000 tons less, and the 
nakers’ stocks have increased 1000 tons. Naturally people would have attributed 
the decrease in this make and shipments to the stoppage of work in the Cleveland 
mines, but this cannot be the whole cause of the decrease, because, notwithstanding 
the searcity of raw material, makers’ stocks of pig iron have actually increased. 
Chis shows that the demand for pig iron has really fallen off. The stoppage of cer- 
tain finished ironworks on Teesside will not improve matters. How long the North 
Yorkshire Ironworks (South Stockton),the Britannia Lronworks (Middlesborough), 
ind the Newport Rolling Mills (Middleshorough) will be idle it is impossible to 
say. The prospects of trade are the reverse of encouraging at present

REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES, 


June 12.—This week work has been pretty generally resumed after 
the holidays, and there isa tolerable amount of activity to be noticed 
in connection with all staple trades of the district. There is not 
much change to record in the Iron Trade since last week. There are 
sonie extensive rail contracts under execution, and full work is 
certain at most establishments for some time to come. As to new 
business not much can be said, as buyers continue to purchase only 
for current requirements, as they adhere to the opinion that prices

must fall sooner orlater. There is, therefore, hardly a single specu- 
| lative purchase made, and especially for the smaller descriptions of 
| finished iron. The works are almost exclusively employed in rail 
| making, and in turning out pig and bars, which are immediately 
| forwarded to the rail departments of the same establishments. The 
quantities of bar or sheet iron forwarded to the foreign markets are

small indeed. The ironmasters, however, have confidence in the 
general stateof things, and regard the position of the trade as healthy 
and satisfactory. Prices may possibly recede to some extent, but it 
| is not likely that there will be any appreciable fall for some time 
|tocome. Trade with the United States is expected to continue to 
increase, 

The total quantity of manufactured iron, almost exclusively rails, 
| cleared from the ports of Monmouthshire and Glamorganshire last 
month was 35,859 tons, of which Cardiff exported 15,911 tons, New- 
| port 14,735 tons, and Swansea 5213 tons. The largest clearances from 
| Cardiff were 1955 rail to Libau, 1060 tons rail to Montreal, 2179 
| tons to New York, 1000 tons to New Orleans, 2720 tons to Riga, 
ons to Stockholm. From Newport the largest were 1692 
tons rail to New York, 1200 tons rail to Rotterdam, 1000 tons to 
Stonnington, 1800 tons to Genoa, and 4941 tons to Kiénigsberg; and 
from Swansea the largest clearance was 1360 tons rail to Cronstadt. 

Mr. J. Temple Wightman, who was formerly the managing di- 
rector of the Blaenavon Iron Company, at Pontypool, has returned 
from New Mexico, and resumed his position. It is understood, also, 
that Mr. Wightman intends practising in the district generally as 
civil and mining engineer. The position of the Tin-plate Trade is 
} much about the same throughout the district. 
| Activity still characterises the whole of the Coal Trade. Steam 
coals especially continue in large request, and prices are firm, though 
slightly lower than the quotations of a month ago, There has been 
no further falling off in the house coal trade. Buyers have con- 
tinued to purchase only for current requirements, thinking that the 
fall in prices would be considerable. Quotations have, however, 
remained stationary for the last two or three weeks, and if they are 
| maintained for another month or so, as it is very probable they will 
| be, sellers will consider themselves perfectly safe for the rest of the 
year. The coal exports from the local ports during May reach the

following totals :—Cardiff, 240,321 tons, as against 243,916 tons in 
May last year; Newport, 28,653 tons, against 33,694 tons ; Swansea, 
61,319 vons, against 51,880 tons; and Llanelly, 13,979 tons, against 
15,043 tons. The largest clearances from Cardiff were : —Constan- 
tinople, 4131 tons; Callao, 7559 tons; Gibraltar, 7381 tons; Genoa, 
7996 tons; Hong Kong, 9933 tons; Havre, 10,598 tons; Hamburg, 
5085 tons; Malta, 13,781 tons; Port Said, 16,312 tons; Rio de Ja- 
neiro, 10,950 tons; St. Nazaire, 11,482 tons; Singapore, 10,222 tons ; 
and Monte Video, 9667 tons. From Newport the largest exports 
were, to Rio de Janeiro, 4020 tons; from Swansea to Rouen, 3713 
tons; and from Llanelly to Caen, 2234 tons. There were 14,903 tons 
patent fuel exported from Swanse during the month, and 7589 tons 
from Cardiff. The coal trade is gradually getting free of strikes 
and wages disputes now. The Aberdare night-working colliers, 
however, continue their agitation for six days’ wage for five nights’ 
work, but the colliery proprietors have, hitherto, refused to do more 
than grant them an advance of 3d. per night. 

The letters of allotment and regret in the Cardiff and Swansea 
Steam Coal Company (Limited) were posted on Thursday. The ap- 
plications were largely in excess of the number to be allotted. Mr. 
John Davies, of Portishead, and formerly of Newport, has been ap- 
pointed secretary of the company. 

The London and South Wales Coal Company energetically com- 
menced operations for the development of the Risca Black Vein 
Collieries, which they recently acquired. 

After somewhat protracted negociations the purchase of the Bute 
Mines of Mr. Rowland Fothergill has been completed by the Dowlais 
Iron Company. The mines lie near Llantrissant, in Glamorganshire, 
and yield asuperior hematite ore, which will be extensively consumed 
at the company’s works in the manufacture of steel. 

A case of some interest came before the Pontypridd magistrates 
this week. Thirty-four colliers employed atthe Yuysliir Colliery, Rhondda Valley, 
weresummoned for absenting themselves from work. Itappeared that the men, find- 
ing that the wire-rope used in the shaft was slightly damaged, apprehended that 
it was not safe to descend the pit. The whole of the men, about 70 in number, re 
fused to descend. Evidence was adduced to show that the rope, although slightly 
damaged, was capable of lifting 20 tons weight. The colliers were, therefore, 
fined 20s, and costs each. 








REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE. 


June 12.—There has not been much change in the business doing 
at the mines and ironworks in Derbyshire since last notice. The 
output of lead ore remains almost stationary, not much capital being 
brought forward to open out new concerns; and for some reason not 
easily explained there is little or no speculation with regard to lead 
mining in the county where it has been carried on the longest. The 
Coal Trade is rather quiet, and at several collieries sending a great 
deal to London there has been a marked falling off of late, although 
the consumption in the metropolis is well maintained. Prices would 
appear to be on the decline as regards household fuel, and it is evi- 
dent that the present rates cannot be much longer maintained, great 
as are the efforts to do so on the part of not a few colliery owners. 
A considerable tonnage is being sent to the West of England and 
along the Midland line to Northamptonshire, for the use of the fur- 
naces as well as for domestic purposes. In the Burton-on-Trent 
district a good deal of coal is being sent from the Bretby, Swadlin- 
cote, and Church Gresley Collieries to London, the quantity from 
those places having been 7864 tons during May. A rather active 
business is being done at the ironworks at Sheepbridge, Staveley, 
and along the Erewash Valley line as far as Stanton, there being still 
a good demand for pig, the output of pig having in no way fallen 
off. The quantity of ironstone raised in the county, however, has 
not materially increased for a long time past, so that there are still 
heavy imports from Northamptonshire, especially from Welling- 
borough, Woodford, and Finedon. In manufactured iron a brisk 
trade is being done, especially in foundry material, the Staveley 
Works being actively engaged in the production of pipes, for which 
the company is noted. Small malleable castings are also in request, 
and in which the Messrs. Lucas, of Dronfield, are doing a brisk busi- 
ness, The Bessemer Works, at the same place, are actively engaged 
in the rolling of rails, and in the converting of iron into steel. 

There is a lull in several branches of the Sheffield Trades, and the 
activity so noticeable in the early part of the year has passed away, 
and in not a few instances short time is being worked. Heavy ar- 
mour-plates are still in such request as to keep the mills going on 
fully, and there are plenty of orders for Bessemer, plain as well as 
in rails, tires, and axles. Indeed, it appears that with a constant 
increase in the productive power of Bessemer material the demand 
increases to a much greater extent. The table as well as the spring 
knive branches are very quiet, both on home and foreign account. 
Prices of coal in the town have fallen considerably recently, and the 
demand is rather quiet. The South Yorkshire coal trade is by no 
means active, although there is a very fair business being done in 
steam sorts. The month of June, however, is usually one of the 
quietest in the year, and the present is no exception to furmer years 
in that respect. 

An event of more than ordinary importance took place a few days 
since at Warsborough, near to Barnsley. It was removing the first 
sod of a new colliery to be sunk by the Barrow Steel and Hematite 
Company to the Silkstone coal. This is the first sinking to that bed 
in the locality, where the Barnsley coal has been very mee ante | 
worked. The Silkstone, it may be said, underlies the Barnsley coal, 
the depth from the one to the other being, on the average, about 
380 yards, so that the area of the field can only be computed by miles. 
The Barrow Company contemplate converting a good deal of the 
coal raised into coke for the use of their furnaces at Barrow. 

The Chesterfield and Derbyshire Institute of Mining Engineers held 
a meeting lately at Chesterfield (Lord Edward Cavendish in the chair), when the 
Rev. J. M. Wells, F.G.S8., read a paper on “ Coal: its Nature, Uses, and its Pro- 
ducts,” in the course of which he remarked that coal was clearly of organic origin, 
thin sections under the microscope showing that it had originally existed in a vege- 
table condition. Out of 500 plants found in coal no less than 250 were species of 
ferns, although at present we had only 60 known species in Europe. The reverend 
gentleman having recounted some well-known facts, expressed an opinion that 
there was great room for improvemeut in the existing methods of combustion, and 
concluded an able address amid applause, a vote of thanks being accorded to him. 
Mr. D. P. Morrison moved that the Institute appoint a commission to investigate 
the merits of the Guibal and Waddle fans, reporting the results of their experi- 
ments to the Institute. This motion was, however, negatived. 


New Coke OVENS IN SouTH YORKSHIRE.— Never perhaps at any 
previous period was there such a demand upon the makers of coke as at the present 
time. The South Yorkshire district is just now making great preparations to meet 
what is evidently looked upon as an active trade in coke, which is largely sent away. 
At Smithies, Messrs. Crank and Co. ar? erecting a number of new ovens at their 
new colliery. The Blanker Main Colliery Company are also putting up a goedly 
number of additional ones. At Worsborough Bridge, where a number have been 
built for many years, preparations are being made to increase the number. The 
High Royd and Elsecar Company are rebuilding a number of ovens, At the Old Oaks 
Colliery a large number have recently been built, and others are nearly finished. 
The newly formed Silkstone Hall Company (Limited) are adding to their present 
stock of ovens. The Dodworth «nd Silkstone Iron and Coal Company (Limited), 
according to their prospectus, intend erecting about 200, a number of which have 
already been completed. Several other instances might be given where prepara- 
tions are being made to meet the pressure brought to bear upon the supplies by 
the iron trade.—/ron. 





UTILIStInG WASTE Heat.—The invention of Messrs. JosrPH KNOTT 
and Co., Highfield street Works, Sheffield, has for its object the utilising of the 
waste heat from melting or other furnaces, but more particularly of those where 
a number are arranged side by side, and from which the heat passes away by ver- 
tical flues or “Stacks.” The means they employ to utilise this heat, which has 
heretofore passed away unused, are as follows :—they arrange the steam boiler or 
other furnace behind the melting furnaces, either longitudinally with them or with 
| the end transversely opposite the centre of them, and they construct flues branch- 
ing from each furnace in such manner that the heat will pass under and round the 
underside of the boiler, and at the same time an equal draught will be produced to 
each furnace. After the heat has thus passed under the boiler it thence passes 
through the ordinary flue of the boiler, and out at the ordinary boiler chimney, 
When the heat does not require to pass under the boiler they place a ‘ damper 
over or into the flues, by which it passes under, and the current of heat then passes 
into a flue provided above the boiler, and into the chimney. To convey away the 
heat when not required for heating the bviler in the furnaces now in use they 











simply draw out a “damper” which is inserted in the vertical flue of each furnace, 
thus allowing the heat to pass away as heretofore. 

New Moror.—Mr. B. V.Benquet, Buzet, France, has invented a 
system of motor moved by weight. It consists in a motive power ¢ ngine, composed 








| of a large bucket-wheel driven by weights passing trom an upper reservoir into the 


buckets as they are presented successively beneath its pipe, and which are in the 
| revolution of the wheel under their weight delivered into a receiver beneath the 
said wheel, the weights rolling down an incline in this receiver into cups on an 
endless band or chain driven from the axle of the bucket-wheel, and being carried 
in these cups one by one to the upper reservoir, from whence they again roll into 
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the buckets of the bucket or driving wheel, and so on successively. The number 
and dimensions of the weights carried by the bucket-wheel and the diameter of 
this latter will be regulated according to the power required ; the number of weights 
rising with the endless band is always less than that descending on the periphery 
of the driving-wheel, and the power is communicated from the axle of the driving 
wheel to the machinery to be driven by any suitable mechanism. This motive- 
power engine is either tixed or moveable as may be desired. 





MINING AT THE ANTIPODES. 

The intelligence received from the Antipodes comprises many 
facts of interest. The gold fields of New South Wales continue re- 
markab y productive. The Governor of the colony visited in March 
the Hill End district, and his Excellency is stated to have been much 
impressed by the rich store which was exposed to his view, lying 
as yet unmoved in its natural bed. While underground his Ex- 
calleney fired a shot which had been prepared for him; the shot 
Was a very rich one, and unearthed a large quantity of the precious 
metal. Not so much stone as might be expected is being crushed 
at the batteries on the Turon, but this is owing to the difficulty of 
getting the stone down to the machines from the high country in 
which the reefs are situated. Altogether, New South Wales has 
been making remarkable progress during the last twelve months as 
@ gold-producing country. As regards New South Wales tin, specu- 
lators appear to have been rather overdoing It. It is happily anc 
forcibly observed that the tin mines of the colony are paying, but 
that its tin swiniles are not yielding any return. Some of thenew 
tin companies projected in the colony during the last year or two 
have been failures through the waste of capital in useless machinery, 
but the great cause of the failure of the schemes which have proved 
abortive has been their utter worthlessness. Anew ore dressing an‘! 
classifying machine has been lately patented in New South Wales 
and Queensland, by Mr. J. RussevL, of the firm of P. N. RusseELi 
and Co., of Sydney. The machine is constructed for the Elsmore 
Tin Mining Company, and it is to be specially used for washing ores 
crushed from stone. It consists of two iron tanks about 2 ft. square, 
with interior compartments or perforated coffer trays. The stuft from 
the crusher, or mixed with alluvium, as the case may be, is put through 
a hopper on to the surface trays, and isacted upon by water passed into 
the tanks beneath the screened trays. The pulsation of the water | 
washes away the sand, and the tin or other ore, operated upon by 
its specific gravity, remainsonthetray. The finer ore passes through 
the holes of the top tray on to the second immediately beneath, and 
the slime remaining descends to a still lower screen of 3600 mesh. 
There is a man-hole at the bottom of the tank. The top tray ineach | 
tank of the machine will contain about 24 cwts. of ore,and the two 
below 1 cwt. each. The machines may be mace of any size, as re- } 
quired. The traysare readily removed when filled with ore. The 
upper one, containing coarse stuff, will generally have to be dis- 
charged two or three times before the lower ones are filled. The 
ripple on the upper tray is made movable, so as to regulate the flow | 
of water to suit the contents.

is in a state uf healthy activity. Thereis nolack of unskilled labour, | 
but good miners are rather scarce, and are sure of employment. A 
discovery of much importance has been made at Young’s shaft, one 
of the first, it will be remembered, in which ore was discovered on 
the Moonta. At the 20 fm. level a cross-cut has been driven, in which 
a valuable lode has been struck, hitherto unknown, on the Moonta. 
The lode is of surpassing richness, containing abun:lance of ore carry- 
ing 40 per cent. Coal measures at Ngakawhau, about 20 miles north 
of the Buller, have been attracting the attention of Melbourne capi- 
talists. This appears even a more promising field than the Grey 
district, as a railway along a level beach would enable coal t 
conveyed to Westport, where greater facilities for a large trade exist | 
than at Greymouth.

A proposition in e attention is now being 
made to utilise the vast deposits of peat existing in the immediate 
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vicinity yndon by converting it into a fuel in ever 
able for steam generating and general purposes, ata price which will | 
render it far more economic to use than coal. Although the process 
is stated to have been in successful use for the past 15 vears, and 
to have earned ics inventor—Mr. Challeton de Brughats—gold medals 
at all the International Exhibitions during that period, as well as 
enabling him to realise a fortune by its manufacture, it is said that 
he has so carefully guarded his secret that the details even now are | 
unknown to the public. This is to be regretted, as without a know- | 
ledge of the process itself it is impossible to offer any evidence that 
the cost of manufacture is as low as stated, and in the absence of | 
such evidence no man of sound business experience would think of | 
investing money to carry on the undertaking; but it may be hoped | 
that the necessary patents will speedily be secured, and that the 
project will have a fair trial, which all concerned consider is alone 
required to establish its merits. A recent trial of the new fuel | 
upon one of Penn’s steam-yachts, conducted by Mr. Rumble, of 
Messrs. Fothergill and Rumble, of George-street, Mansion House, 
was highly satisfactory.

iron in this country becoming a general commercial industry. 

The importance of the present project will be at once appreciated 
when it is mentioned that it is proposed to make the Essex peat 
beds the scene of operations. From Blackwall all round the Essex 
coast peat beds from 20 ft. to 30 ft. deep are within reach, and it is 
estimated that from these the peat fuel could be delivered in London 
at 12s, per ton, and as 14 ton of peat fuel of the quality which could 
be sold at that price is equal in heating power to 1 ton of the best 
coal, it follows that with coal at any price higher than 15s. per ton 
the peat fuel could successfully compete with it. But it is very 
questionable whether the London peat fuel trade is that which it 
would be most remunerative to cultivate, for if the peat fuel can 
be delivered in London at 12s. per ton, it is fair to calculate, from 
the particulars already given, that the peat charcoal could be sup- 
plied in any part of Sussex at 50s. per ton; and as compared with 
wood charcoal there would be, in addition to the advantage that the 
price would be less than half (wood charcoal costing from 100s. to 
(20s, per ton), the great recommendation of an unlimited supply, 
so that the splendid ironstones met with in various parts of Sussex 
might once more be made to furnish iron to the London markets, 
is they did in years gone by before the native forests of the country 
were exhausted.
